HE ſumme of a chri- 
H {tian faith is compre- 
0 hended in the xii, Ar- 
J ticles of our beliefe, 
I commonly called the 

Agapoſtles Creed: which 


foraſmuch as the Pa- 


piſtes ſeeme to confeſſe as well as wee, I 

thought it good to bring their maner of 
beliefe into queſtion, that it might ap- 
peare vnto all men wherein ve differ, bo- 
fore the handeling of which difference, 
ve proteſt vnto all men, that we purpoſe 
not to iudge the Idiote or ignorant per- 
ſons which vnder the Popedome liue in 
ignorance of the holy Scriptures, not ſo 
much through their owne faulte, as the 
erueltie of their teachers, who bragging 
of their owne knowledge, and the _ 
| Q: 
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ofheauen,doe neuertheleſſe, either not 
at all inſtru& the ignorant, or els ſeduce 
them from the truth by falſe doctrine, 
ſending them totheir ſenſles, and dumbe 
ſcholemaſters, namely their Idols, which 
therfore they haue termed the lay mens 
bookes. For which ignorants, wee pray 
daylie ynto god to illuminaxe their harts 
with his word, and holy ſpirite, becauſe 
they ſit in darkneſſe, and that he woulde 
vouchſafe to call them to the commu- 
nion, and fellowſhip of his ſaintes.

Wee acknowledge that the Preachers 
and Paſtozs of this Church whiche in⸗ 
terpꝛet the Scriptures actoꝛding to the 
rule of fa th, haue not this gift of them 
ſelues 03 of man, but onely from the in⸗ 
ſpiration of God, accoꝛding to that ſap⸗ 
ing ol Paule: Wee haue receiued many 
giftes through grace.
